WASHINGTON, April 22 
(AP) — President Eisenhower 
feels that a Democratic-spon- 
sored expansion of unemploy- 
ment benefits would seriously 
jeopardize historic federal-state 
relations. 

Mr. Eisenhower's opposition 
to a bill the House ‘Ways and 
Means Committee approved 
yesterday was set forth by Sen- 


ate Republican Leader William 
Knowland of California after 
he and other Republican chiefs 


“eoncluded their weekly meet- 


ing with the President. 

(The United Press. said 
Knowland voiced hig “personal 
opinion” that the President 
would veto the Democratic bill 
if Congress passes it.) 

The plan, going well beyond 
proposals sponsored by the Ad- 
ministration, is to have the 
Federal Treasury foot the bill 
for a 16-week extension of job- 
less pay benefits and take into 
the program workers not cov- 
ered by existing plans under 
State-fixed standards,

NEW YORK, April 22 (UP) 
—Princess Soraya of Iran, who 
lost her queenship because she 
had borne no children after 
seven years of marriage, said 
on her arrival here today that 
“I Know that all the women of 
America will sympathize with 
the depths of my feelings.” 

The Princess described her 
divorce from the Shah last 
month in these words: 

“The decision was, for both 
of us, the most difficult of our 
lives, but I have prayed for 
guidance in this ordeal.” 


She arrived on the luxury 
liner Constitution with her 
German mother and her broth- 
er. She said she planned to 
go to Bermuda for a 10-day 
stay and then return to the 
United States. 

She stood with hands folded 
as the Iranian minister to the 


Hamzavi, read a statement to 
reporters for her “because my 
English is not so good.” How- 
ever, 
she handled the language deft- 
ly. 

The statement said: 

“My marriage to His Im- 
perial Majesty Mohammed 
Reza Shah Pahlavi, Shahan- 
shah of Iran, has ended be- 
cause we were not blessed 
with a successor to the throne. 


“Providence bestowed upon 
me all the heart could desire— 
a devoted and beloved husband, 
and exalted position as consort | 
of a great monarch, the re- 
spect and affection of my com- 
patriots—but refused an heir. 


“For my sovereign and hus- 
band no question of divided | 
loyalties arose. The dictates 
of His Majesty's own 
science and the oath of allegi- 
ance he had ‘taken to the con- 
stitution of Iran left him no 
choice. 

“The decision was, for both 
of us, the most difficult of our 
lives, but I have prayed for 
guidance in this ordeal. 

“I know that all the women 
of America will sympathize 
with the depths of my feelings, 
and that the people of the 
United States will grant me the 
privacy I earnestly request.” 

In answer to a question, she 
said “I would like very much 
to live in America.” Her moth- 
er. Princess Eva, indicated they 
might consider living here. Her 
brother, Bijan, is going to at- 
tend the University of Colo- 
rado School of Mines. 

Princess Soraya said she 
wanted to see some Broadway 
shows, “but I have no tickets.”

April —Russia, faced with 
defeat in the United Nations 
Security Council last night, 


withdrew its resolution aimed 
at ending Arctic flights of 
American hydrogen

Soviet Union. 

The Soviet move came after 
six hours of debate and two 
unsuccessful Russian efforts to 
adjourn the discussion until to- 
day. In the debate, United 
States delegate Henry Cabot 
Lodge remitided the 1l-nation 
council that the United States 
had proposed mutual inspec- 
tion of each other's territories 
to Russia in its “open skies” 
plans. He also recalled that 
Russia had turned its back on 
the Disarmament Commission 
and other U.N. peace machin- 
ery

other delegates had brought 
the subject of disarmament 
into the discussion and said he

Sweden Backs Russia. 

Only Sweden voted with 
Russia in the two ballots on 
delaying the discussion. The 
Council is composed of Na- 
tionalist China, Colombia, Can- 
ada, Iraq, Japan, Panama, Swe- 
den, with the permanent mem- 
bers, the United States, Brit- 
ain, France and Russia. 

The resolution 
by Sobolev asked the Council 
to call on the United States 
to “refrain from directing its 
military aircraft, armed with 
atom and hydrogen bombs, to- 
ward the frontiers of other 
States with a view to creating 
a threat to their security or 
of military demonstrations.” 

The resolution said the Air 
Force flights increased tension 
and, if continued, might “lead 
to a breach of world peace and 
the beginnigg of a destructive 
atomic war.” 

Perplexing Move. 

In a stinging reply to 
Soviet argument that the tacti- 
cal flights menaced world se- 
curity, Lodge declared that “the 
fact that charges of an alleged 
United States threat to world 
peace should be made at the 
moment when our representa- 
tives are once more trying to 
resume serious discussions 
with the Soviet Union is deep- 
ly perplexing.” 

Lodge expressed “whole- 
hearted regrets that the Soviet 
Union at a moment when its 
leaders are prociaiming their 
desire for a meeting for heads 
of government should have tak- 
en this action.” 

“Indeed, nothing that the 
United States has done can be 
regarded by men who are hon- 
est with themselves and with 
others as anything except the 
requirements of 
legitimate self-defense,’ Lodge 
told the Council. 

“This self-defense 
dertaken in the face 
tinued resistance to countle 
on our part over a 
period of more than 10 years 
to negotiate and through ne- 
gotiation to settle the dilfer- 
ences which divide us 

No Positive Steps.

Operating conditions im- 
posed on planes traveling in | 
the “positive control” corridor 
would require the pilot to get 
prior approval of air traffic 
control, to be qualified for in- 
strument flight and to have 
radio and other instrumenta- | 
tion needed for “blind” flying. 


Separation Insured. 

Theoretically, the system 
would insure safe separation 
of all planes traveling in the 
controlled corridor. It would 
apply to military, private and 
commercial aircraft alike. 

The plan is aimed principally 
at the problem of minimizing 
the danger of collision when 
commercial jet aircraft begin 
regular operations, probably 
before the end of this year.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Our respected Congresswoman 
from St. Louis, Mrs. Leonor K. 
Sullivan, is “crying her eyes out 
and heartbroken” over the fate 
“of the needy” who must travel 
across our city by bus, street car 
or on foot and drag huge, bulky, 
food allotments for one month's 
subsistence. 

For the past 18 months my 
business has taken me past the 
St. Clair county surplus food de- 
pot on Illinois avenue in East St. 
Louis twice each day and six days 
per week. A railroad siding runs 
across Illinois avenue at that point 
and frequently I am delayed while 
long, slow moving freight trains 
pass. As a result, I have had 
plenty of opportunity to witness 
the arrival and departure of 
“those in dire need.” 

I would be willing to take an 
oath that I have yet to see one 
person arrive at the depot and de- 
part other than in shiny automo- 
biles or taxicabs. Yes, they come 


in taxis to “pick up the loot:” Are 
these people aged; infirm and in 
appearance “in dire need’? Any-

Mrs. Sullivan is bemoaning the 
fact that these “needy” are going 
to be burdened and footsore from 
carrying this surplus food across 
town. Well. Mrs. Sullivan need 
not worry about our having to 
provide new shoes for them as a 
result—we might have to provide 
new automobile tires, and I would 
not be surprised if we are asked 
to do just that. We could not find 
enough registrants who had $5000 
or less so it is proposed to raise 
the ante in order to make the 
show look good.

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The Need for More Doctors 


Important as it is to the health of the na- 
tion, medical education has been largely over- 
looked in the current re-examination of our 
schools. The oversight should be corrected 
by the current observation of National Medi- 
cal Education Week under the auspices of 
the Association of American Medical Colleges, 


the National Fund for Medical Education and“ 


the American Medical Association—even if 
the A.M.A. seems to be out of step with the 
other two. 

The first thing the observance should bring 
out is that the United States now has 78 four- 
year and four two-year medical schools. This 
is only about half-a-dozen more than were 
in operation after the closing of the “diploma 
mills” early in the century. There has been 
an increase in medical graduates in the post- 
war years, but it is estimated that by 1962 
these will level off at 7400 a year. Whether 
this total is adequate for present needs is 
fervently debated, but it certainly will not be 
adequate for a growing population.

While increased knowledge and “miracle” 
drugs enable a doctor to treat once baffling 
diseases in a relatively short time, medical 
advances also make possible the treatment of 
patients once deemed beyond help. So the 
average doctor’s work-load is getting heavier. 
That is one of the reasons why Dr. Vernon 
W. Lippard, dean of the Yale Medical School, 
declares that, if the present ratio of doctors 
and population is maintained, the United 
States will need 2000 more physicians a year 
by 1975. 

Dr. Lippard’s forebodings have much sup- 
port. Dr. Grayson Kirk, president of Colum- 
bia University, says that the United States 
now has fewer doctors per 100,000 of popula- 
tion than it had 20 years ago. The country’s 
mental hospitals at this very moment need 
3700 more doctors than they can find. Yet it 
is estimated that only 10 per cent of those af- 
flicted with what are broadly called mental 
illnesses are under competent care. 

A practical indication of the present short- 
age of doctors is the fact that 2013 of the 
11,616 internships in American hospitals are 
unfilled. Another indication that medical edu- 
cation is not keeping pace is suggested by the 
fact that medical students represented 2.4 per 
cent of those in our higher educational insti- 
tutions in 1920, a ratio that now stands at 
only 1 per cent and which is expected to de- 
cline to .6 per cent by 1965. This is acknowl- 
edged by the medical schools. They hesitate 
to increase their enrollment—as other schools 
are doing—for fear of lowering the quality 
of teaching. They urge the establishment of 
more schools. Yet there is a sharpening 
shortage of medical teachers. 
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In the face of all this, the American Medi- 
cal Association continues to argue—chiefly 
through Dr. Frank G. Dickinson, director of 
its bureau of medical economic research— 
that the problem is merely one of distribution. 
All that is necessary is to change the location 
of 361 doctors. He argues that increased med- 
ical efficiency means that fewer doctors are 
needed. The A.M.A. “old guard,” which he 
represents, also insists that an “oversupply” 
of doctors, in an economic slump, could bring 
great hardship to the profession. 

This is typical of the attitude which in- 
volves the A.M.A. politicians in one losing 
rear-guard action after another. Quite blunt- 
ly this is putting a doctor’s income ahead of 
the need for his services. Very few good doc- 
tors, we believe, share so unelevated a view 
of the work of relieving pain and saving lives. 

Those most directly interested in medical 
education have taken a more humane stand. 
Medical Education Week should bring them 
some of the support they must have if the 
health of the people is to be safeguarded so 
that the work of the nation may be carried 
forward. 


The Poor Young King 

King Baudouin’s party for the European 
princesses sounded to us like an unusually 
bothersome way of going about courtship. 
A little more privacy and a little less peering 
and pushing in these matters are always salu- 
tary. The king seems not to have enjoyed 
it too much, either; and as for the princesses, 
we imagine they found it not without its try- 
ing qualities. 

Naturally, the bachelor king of Belgium 
could hardly be expected to go traipsing all 
over Europe looking at the crop of princesses 
and deciding which one he wished to make 
his own. He is 27 already, and it might take 
years. The ship-’em-all-over-at-once, let’s-have- 
a-look-at-them method may not be regal, but 
it is intensely practical. In fact, if anything 
it’s a little too practical. The more impracti- 
cal courtship is, the more delightful. 

For a truly royal courtship, it seems, only 
the regular run of boys and girls are eligible. 
They can go to a show, take a ride in the car, 
stop at a drive-in for a coke and a hot-dog, 
sit in the porch swing and watch the moon— 
all with no gaping crowds, no crowned hulla- 
baloo, no pother in the papers. That's the 
way courtship ought to be carried on, 
and as far as we are concerned it’s more 
beautiful than royal purple, more rich than 
ermine. 


What Lies Ahead in Indonesia? 


It appears that the rebels who only last 
Feb. 17 defied President Sukarno with proc- 
lamation of their Revolutionary Indonesian 
Republic are nearing the end of the road. 
The rebel port city of Padang was easily 
taken and the last stronghold, Bukittingi, the 
capital, has been abandoned. 

With all Central Sumatra practically recap- 
tured, the Government troops still face a 
small rebel force in North Celebes. The re- 
sistance that the rebels had counted upon 
organizing in Borneo, all over Celebes and in 
parts of Java simply failed to materialize. 
Had it done so, the rebellion might have been 
prolonged sufficiently for economic attrition 
to have toppled the Government. 

There is the chance that the rebels will 
resort to guerrilla warfare. If so, the picture 
could easily change. But although the topog- 
raphy is ideally suited to this murderous form 
of warfare, the nature of the Indonesian ap- 
pears not to be. Both sides have shown will- 
ingness to avoid bloodshed whenever possible. 
There have been no pitched battles. 

A Korea or Viet Nam is no longer on the 
horizon. But the basic reasons for the rebel- 
lion still exist: a desire for regional autonomy 
in the outer islands and strong opposition to 
Sukarno’s Communistic “guided democracy.” 

Right now would be a good time for Su- 
karno to align himself with some widely re- 
spected patriot who has the trust of both 


sides. Such a person exists in Dr. Mohammed 
Hatta, who resigned as Vice President because 
he could not go along with “guided democ- 
racy” but who has taken no sides in the re- 
bellion. If Sukarno does not temporize or 
otherwise allay fears he has aroused, he is 


sure to find it difficult to get his nation back 


on an even keel.

The hollowness of the Soviet complaint 
against American bomber flights in the polar 
regions could not have been better demon- 
— than by Monday's Security Council 

ebate. 


Had the complaint been genuine even in , 


the slightest degree, the Kremlin would not 
have withdrawn it after six hours’ debate no 
matter what the voting prospect seemed to 
be. The withdrawal confirmed the advance 
diagnosis that what the Soviets wanted was 
not Security Council action but a platform 
for propaganda. No doubt Soviet Delegate 
Sobolev’s speeches are already churning 
through the mimeograph machines and wing- 
ing over the air waves to the farflung outlets 
of Kremlin misinformation. 

The up of this spurious complaint 
just at the moment when pre-summit talks 
were getting under way in Moscow indicates 
that the road to the summit may be rocky 
and unpleasant. But then this sort of ma- 
neuver always has been a stock Kremlin 
tactic. The use of it at this juncture probably 
does not imply any particular attitude in 
Moscow toward summit talks. Negotiation 
with the Russians never has been a matter 
of sweetness and light, and we should not be 
surprised that the present round is starting 
out in the old, familiar way. 


Better Than Food Lines 


St. Louis this week started the distribution 
of free cheese, flour, corn meal, rice and 
dried milk to those on the public assistance 
rolls or otherwise eligible to receive these 
federal surplus commodities. The items hard- 
ly represent a balanced diet. They are never- 
theless a godsend to the hungry, and the city 
government deserves credit for makjng them 
available. 

Standing in a food line, however, is one of 
the most searing aspects of involuntary un- 
employment. The handout would not be so 
grim had Washington adopted the food-stamp 
plan advocated for four years by Representa- 
tive Leonor Sullivan of St. Louis. After being 
certified by a suitable agency, these same 
people would receive by mail stamps to be 
traded in for surplus commodities, preferably 
at a grocery. 

As a matter of fact. food-stamp legislation 
adopted two decades ago is still on the books. 
It could be used by Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson without waiting for a new law. More 
varieties of food could be made available. 
Under existing law, Benson receives 30 per 
cent of all Customs receipts for the purchase 
of perishables—meat, fruit, vegetables, etc — 
when surpluses threaten to depress farm 
prices. And he is authorized to carry over 
$300,000,000 of these receipts from year to 
year. But Secretary Benson annually has al- 
lowed a considerable part of this money to 
revert to the Treasury. 

These have been prosperous years, on the 
whole. Still, about 6,000,000 persons in the 
United States have not been getting the right 
kinds of food, nor enough of it for decent 
nourishment. Thus the food-stamp plan is 
justifiable, on a small scale, even in good 
times. Surely it should be put into operation 
during a recession in preference to the 
“dumping” of a few storable commodities. 


Far From Vindication 


One result of the Illinois primary that has 
not had sufficient notice was the defeat of 
James W. Dunbar of Springfield for renomi- 
nation on the Republican ticket as clerk of 
the Sangamon County Probate Court. For it 
was James Dunbar, owner 6f Dunbar & Co., 
trucking firm, who received without bidding 
the lucrative contract for hauling federal sur- 
plus foods to Illinois schools. 

The giver of the contract was Dunbar's 
friend and political associate, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction Vernon L. Nick- 
ell. After a congressional investigation of 
the strange business of hdnding over some- 
thing like $1,000,000 in state business without 
bids to a politician’s hauling firm, indictments 
were issued by a grand jury. Attorney Gen- 
eral Latham Castle? also a Republican, sued 
to get back some of the money. 

These scandals, which were first disclosed 
by the Chicago Sun-Times, forced Nickell to 
quit politics and he was not a candidate to 
succeed himself at the primary. Dunbar de- 
fied the Republican leaders who objected to 
him as a November liability, ran to “vindi- 
cate” himself and was roundly beaten by a 
township supervisor from one of the smallest 
communities in Sangamon county. Since the 
Nickell-Dunbar scandal brought IIlinois’s pub- 
lic school office into odium, it was as bad as 
the Hodge lootings. Surely no more state 
school business at Springfield will be 
awarded except on fair and square bidding. 


Hitting at the Supreme Court 


With all 15 members voting, the Senate 
Judiciary Committee has approved, 9 to 5, 
two proposals to restrict the jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Court. One proposal, a section 
of the vindictive Jenner bill, would prevent a 
candidate for the practice of the law in a 
state court from appealing an adverse admis- 
sion ruling to the Supreme Court. The other 
is one of the Butler amendments which would 
prohibit an appeal to any federal court by a 
witness in a congressional investigation who 
is cited for contempt after challenging the 
pertinence of questions put to him at a com- 
mittee hearing. 

Both these limitations on the Supreme 
Court’s appellate area are objectionable. 
Neither should be passed by Congress. While 
ordinarily it is better to reject bad legislation 
in the committee stage, it may be that the 
fastest way to dispose of this whole angry 
issue is to let the Jenner-Butler concoction 
come to a vote on the floor. Then the 
Senate could defeat it publicly and finally. 
Even Senator Dirksen of Illinois 
has announced his opposition to the Jenner 
version, although he has indicated his agree- 
ment with some of the substitute proposals. 
the final vote in committee, is 
there any reason why the public should not 
know 15 members lined up on the 
restrictions thus far approved? This is the 
people’s business and security matters are not 
remotely involved.

“WHEW!” 


An Evolutionist Looks at Modern Man 


And Finds Him Forgetting His Heritage in Concern for Sheer Power 


Loren Eiseley in

In beginning this week a series of

Some time ago I had a letter from 
a professional friend of mine com- 
menting upon the education his 
daughter was receiving at a polite 
finishing school. “She has been 
taught,” he wrote to me a little sad- 
ly, “that there are two kinds of peo- 
ple, the tough- and the tender- 
minded. Her professor, whose sci- 
ence I will not 
name, informed 
; her that the 
The Mirror tough - minded 

would survive.” 

of This archaic re- 
mark shook me. 
Man has not real- 
ly survived by 
toughness in a 
major sense—even the great evolu- 
tionists Darwin and Wallace had 
trouble with that aspect of man— 
instead, he has survived through a 
tenderness. 

Man in his arrogance may boast 
that the battle is to the strong, that 
pity and affection are signs of weak- 
ness. Nevertheless, in spite of the 
widespread popularity of such ideas, 
the truth is that if man at heart were 
not a tender creature toward his 
kind, a loving creature in a peculiar- 
ly special way, he would long since 
have left his bones to the wild dogs 
that roved the African grasslands 
where he first essayed the great ad- 
venture of becoming human. 

The professor who growled to his 
class of future mothers about being 
tough-minded spent a _ childhood 
which is among the most helpless 
and prolonged of any living crea- 
ture. 

If our parents had actually prac- 
ticed certain of the philosophies that 
now flourish among us, or if our re- 
mote ancestors had achieved that de-

gree of sophistication which would 
have enabled them to discount their 
social responsibilities for the day's 
pleasures, we—you and I and all of 
us—would never have enjoyed the 
experience of living. 


Man, in the achievement of a 
unique gift—a thinking brain cap- 
able of weighing stars or atoms— 
cannot grow that brain in the nine 
months before birth. It is more- 
over, a peculiarly plastic brain, in- 
tended to receive impressions from 
the social world around it. Instinct, 
unlike the case in the world of ani- 
mals, is here reduced to a minimum. 


The demands of learning thus 
placed upon the human offspring 
are greater than in any other ani- 
mal. They have made necessary the 
existence of a continued family, 
rather than the casual sex life of 
many of the lower animals. The 
social regulations of all human 
groups promote the welfare of. the 
young. 

Thus the creature who strives at 
times to deny the love within him- 
self, to reject the responsibilities to 
which he owes his own existence, 
who grows vocal about “tough-mind- 
edness” and “the struggle for ex- 
istence,” is striving to reject his own 
human heritage. For without the 
mysteriously increased growth rate 
of the brain and the correlated will- 
ingness of fallible, loving adults to 
spend years in nursing the helpless 
offspring they have produced, man 
would long since have vanished from 
the earth. 


We take the simple facts of human 
life too much for granted. To the 
student of human evolution this re- 
markable and unique adjustment of 
our peculiar infancy to a lengthened 
family relationship between adults is 
one of the more mysterious episodes 
in the history of life. 


Man is born of love and he exists 
by reasons of a love more continuous 
than in any other form of life. Yet 
this, in all irony, is the creature who 
professes to pierce the shams of life 
and to live by tough-mindedness' 

“Man is the dwarf of himself,” 
Emerson once wrote, and never, .per- 
haps, has he been more that dwarf 
than in this age where he appears 


Mizzou Needs Help From The Maneater, University 


Mizzou students have a right to 
be disturbed concerning some of the 
recent attitudes directed toward this 
university.

Brussels Fair--A Great Big Wonderful Show 


It's Bigger, Better, Brighter Than Ever—Russian Pavilion Is Massive, American Seems to Float 


By Bob Considine 
BRUSSELS, April 23 
(INS) 


THE BRUSSELS FAIR is a 
great big wonderful show that 
might very well live up to the 
modest little prediction of 
Commissioner-General Baron 
Moens de Fernig: “It should 
prove to be the most spectacu- 
lar event of the century.” 


It is the first “universal and 
international exhibition,” the 
square name of any authentic 
world’s fair, since New York's 
presentation in 1939-40. 


It is the first such fair of 
the atomic age and its symbolic 
structure is startling: “Atom- 
ium,” an atom of Alpha en- 
larged 150 billion times. The 
uppermost of the nine spheres 
of this incredible structure fs a 
restaurant seating 140 persons, 
balanced 334 feet in the alr 
and commanding a view of 
Waterloo. 

As man’s brainpower in- 
creases his legs get weaker. 
The promoters of the Crystal 
Palace exhibition held in Lon- 
don in 1851, the Paris Exposi- 
tion 6f 1889 which gave France 
and the world*the Eiffel Tower, 
and the Chicago Fair of 1893, 
which gave the world “Little 
Egypt,” paid scant heed to the 
barking dogs and bowed ten- 
dons of fairgoers. 

The visitor to the Brussels 
Fair may tour the grounds in 
open-air rubberneck cars, in 
motorcycle-driven coolie carts, 
on overhead monorails some- 
thing like a ski lift, and by 
helicopter. 

This is a_ bigger, better, 
brighter fair than any that pre- 
ceded it. The buildings are 
either stupendous, as in the 
case of the Russian pavilion, 
or superbly designed, such as 
the edifice which Ed Stone 
conjured up for our side. 


In between, there. are infi- 
nite varieties of pavilions ex- 
pressing the achievements, 
hopes, traditions, and cultures 
of peoples scattered through 
out the world, : 


One thing certain to impress 
millions is the British pavilion. 
There’s an almost cathedral- 
like entering wing flanked by 
surrealist stained glass win- 
dows. The ceiling is lost in 
deep purple lighting and out 
of that moody nothingness 
hang softly glowing chande- 
liers. 

Along each side of the wing 
as one enters farther are repli- 
cas of the crown jewels, the 
mace, the swords and the orbs 
of royalty and effigies dressed 
in all the glories, the uniforms 
and the paraphernalia of Brit- 
ish court and religious life of 
past and present.

on an illuminated wall by it- 
self is a large copy of Anni- 
goni’s portrait of Elizabeth IL 

You are in an age as old as 
Chaucer. But then suddenly 
you turn left and in the next 
room you are confronted by an 
animated model of an atomic 
power plant on the pounding 
coast of Scotland. 

The Vatican is represented 
by a strangely gaunt and mea- 
gerly decorated building in 
sharp contrast to the glittering 
architecture and design of Pius 
XII’s domain. A huge, haggard, 
aluminum figure of Christ is 
pinned against the main wall. 

Among the Vatican’s ex- 
hibits are works of ancient art 
and a business-like room de- 
voted to the church's char- 
itable work for the world. 

The twin attractions, of 
course, are the United States 


the latest American turnpikes. 


At the fair itself you'll find 
a glorified version of the age- 
old country fair—only here the 
nations of the world are com- 
peting for blue ribbons. Where, 
back home, Farmer Jones 
would enter his prize pumpkin, 
here Russia enters her Sputnik 
and Uncle Sam shows his fa- 
vorite main street. 


But there are merry-go- 
rounds and ferris wheels, and 
even babysitters for the con- 
venience of touring American 
families. 


When you order a chicken 
sandwich at one of Brussels’ 
luxury hotels, they bring it 
with a bottle of catsup on the 
side—Belgians have been told 
that Americans are not happy 
without catsup. The coffee 
comes American style, too — 
with cream instead of hot milk. 

At the United States pavil- 
ion, there’s a continuous daily 
fashion show of strictly Ameri- 


and Soviet pavilions. 

The Russians have housed 
themselves in an enormous rec- 
tangular shéd, the size of a 
Zeppelin. hangar, and have 
stuffed it with heavy heroic 
figures, heavy machinery, the 
heavy fina] part of the rocket 
which launched Sputnik II and 
heavy writings on the walls 
concerning the joys of living 
under Communism. 

All the workers and their 
families are depicted in heavy 
murals and wear heavy smiles. 

The United States building 
is a joy that seems to float in 
air. 

One does not think of big 
willow trees growing indoors but 
they do at the American pavil- 
ion, which was built around 
them ever so carefully by an 
old New York pro named Bill 
Bierach. 


Americans 


can clothes—from blue jeans 
to date dresses—modeled by 
mannequins from Paris and 
Brussels who have undergone 
a concentrated coaching to be- 
come Americanized. 

It seems the United States 
budget wouldn’t stretch to 
cover the fees for American 
models, so we have trained 
Europeans "to look, walk and 
talk American. 

They expect a million Ameri. 
cans in Brussels this summer, 
and whether they'll go back 
home proud of their country’s 
showing in this contest of na- 
tions remains to be seen. 

There are someawho say that 
the United States hasn't been 
sufficiently aware of the tre- 
mendous propaganda value of 
a fair like this—after all, in 
addition to a million Ameri- 
cans, there will be a lot of 
people from a lot of other 
countries here, too—and that 
we should have spent more 
money to make an impression.
